RETIRED refrigeration 
engineer and charity 
fundraiser Frank Long, 
from Tatworth, was finally 
able to share his excite¬ 
ment with friends on De¬ 
cember 16th after six long 
months of keeping his se¬ 
cret about being on the tel¬ 
evision game show Deal or 
No Deal, presented by 
Noel Edmonds. 

His local pub, the 
Golden Fleece put on a 
special big screen showing 
of the edition in which Mr 
Long featured and he chal¬ 
lenged everyone to guess 
how much he had won, for 
a donation of £1 to his 
favourite charity SURE 
which raised over £200. 

He became a member of 
SURE to help the Beacon 
Centre in Taunton after re¬ 
covering from prostate 
cancer with the support of 
the facilities there, and col¬ 
lects 5p pieces all year 
round from anyone who 
will donate them. 

Mr Long who is nearly 
80, had been a fan of Deal 
or No Deal since it began 
and it was his daughter 
Margaret Cox who made 
the application to be on the 
show, on his behalf. The 
day he received his golden 
ticket to invite him to join 
the programme, he found a 
four leafed clover while 
his wife was picking 
strawberries at Forde 
Abbey. 

He said: “There are 22 
numbered boxes that you 
have to open, I asked my 
daughter to pick the num¬ 


bers but she wouldn’t, then 
an hour later, she called 
me back and said she’d 
worked it out. She had put 
the numbers on bits of 
paper and got the dog to 
pick them up, apart from 
number 21 which he ate. 

“When I told Noel about 
that, he suggested I leave 
that box until last and I 
said all along it had 
£100,000 in it. I dealt at 
£13,500 and as it was I 
could have gone another 
two rounds and made 
more but I looked at my 
grandmother’s photo and 
heard her say take what 
you’ve got and be satis¬ 
fied. I wanted something 
for SURE and the church 
and my children. I have 
seen too many go home 
with nothing. 

“I was up in Bristol for a 
week and a half, my show 


lasted two hours, most of 
them did and we filmed 
from 6.30am until 6.30pm. 
It was actually quite hard 
work but a fantastic expe¬ 
rience. It reminded me of 
when I was in the army, all 
friends in the barracks to¬ 
gether. I made so many 
friends and keep in touch 
with them on Facebook. 
We have already had one 
reunion karaoke night in 
Bristol and some of them 
are coming down to visit 
next April. 

“The feeling of walking 
up to that table on the 
show was out of this 
world, knowing 14 million 
people were watching you, 
I was shaking like a leaf 
but Noel puts you at your 
ease and settles you down 
nicely.” 

Still buzzing from the 
whole experience, Mr 


Long had been going 
through the agonies of 
watching his friends’ 
games over the Christmas 
period, and wishing he 
was with them. With three 
people leaving and being 
replaced each day, he got 
to know over 50. 

The generous-hearted 
man has not divulged the 
amount donated to charity 
but the only thing he kept 
for himself was enough to 
go on a cruise to the Ca¬ 
naries with his wife. His 
new friends and the mem¬ 
orabilia from the show, in¬ 
cluding Noel’s cue card, 
are reward enough for 
someone who grew up in 
poverty. 

He would like to thank 
everyone who wished him 
well and particularly the 
Golden Fleece for their 
support.

Mr Laws said: "2011 was my 10th year as MP for 
Yeovil Constituency, and it has been a great privilege 
to serve the people of our area, and to represent you 
in Parliament. 

"2011 was a tough year for the national economy 
and for the economy of South Somerset. Low pay 
rises, high inflation, and the action the Government is 
having to take to get our public finances back in a de¬ 
cent state, have all squeezed peopleis incomes. 

"2012 is not shaping up to be an easy year either, 
with the economic problems of the eurozone and the 
huge overhang of private and public debts both 
threatening to be a drag on growth. 

"That is why my top priority in 2012 will continue to 
be the economy supporting local businesses, and 
seeking to do more to promote investment in much 
needed affordable housing and in a better transport 
infrastructure. 

"Nationally, I want to see the Coalition continue, and 
make progress on getting our debts under control.

"Life is not, fortunately, only about economics, and 
there will be other events to celebrate in 2012, includ¬ 
ing the 60th anniversary of the Queenis assumption 
of the Crown, and the Olympic games in August. 

"I have to confess that I was rather dubious when the 
last Government committed to spending all this 
money on the Olympics, but now that we have got it, 
we might as well enjoy it, and this will be a once in a 
lifetime event for the UK! 


"In 2012,1 shall continue my regular weekly advice 
centres, my roving advice centres, and my annual vil¬ 
lages tour. One of the best parts of my job is the op¬ 
portunity to give people practical assistance 
sometimes with issues that are nothing to do with 
politics at all. If you need to come to see me in 2012, 
you can get the dates and times from my office, on 
01935 423284. You can book a specific time to see me 
in Yeovil and Chard, but my advice centres in Crewk¬ 
erne, llminster, South Petherton and llchester will re¬ 
main open, so that you can see me without any 
pre-booking. 

"Finally, I wish to thank all those who have given me 
support and encouragement over this last year this 
has meant a huge amount to me."

New Year, new you? Eight out often no 
longer even bother to make resolutions 


THE ARRIVAL of New Year is traditionally a time 
for us to vow to turn over a new leaf, dropping 
bad habits and learning good ones. 

But it emerged yesterday that eight out of ten 
Brits won't even bother making New Year resolu¬ 
tions in 2012. 

Researchers found most people now reckon 
the annual vows are 'old fashioned' and 'a waste 
of time'. 

One in ten said they no longer make them be¬ 
cause they feel they are already generally 
healthy and so struggle to find something to 
give up. 

And one quarter admitted they didn't bother 
any more because they knew they would give up 
within days. 

One in six reckon any resolutions would be 'un¬ 
realistic goals' which they have no chance of 
sticking to. 

The trend emerged in a study carried out by 
multivitamin brand Centrum. 

A spokesman said:'We've all made New Year's 
resolutions in the past and, if we're honest, it's 
rare that people see them through. 

'The research shows that many people no 
longer bother with resolutions because they 
don't think they will stick to them. 

'This is because people make unrealistic goals 
like beginning extreme diets or committing to 
heavy exercise routines that they can't maintain. 

'But by making clever changes to one's lifestyle 
instead of aiming at dramatic goals people may 
find that they can stick to their resolutions in the 
long term.' 

The nationwide study of 1,000 aged between 
25 and 65 quizzed them on their plans for 2012. 

It found seven per cent say don't bother with 
resolutions because no one else in their family 


makes New Year promises. 

Of the few who do still make them, health and 
wealth will be the key focus. Six out often intend 
to eat more healthily and a quarter promise to 
become more affectionate with their husband or 
wife. 

Another third have told themselves they'll do 
more exercise and 53 per cent will try to save 
more money. 

While one in six will look to find 'Me O'clock' by 
making more time for themselves, one in five will 
make the pledge to cut down on alcohol. 

Yet it also emerged resolutions are likely to be 
broken by January 11. 

The spokesman for Centrum added: 'Making a 
New Year's resolution can be a very positive 
thing, the trick is to be realistic. 

'Think of those little changes you can make that 
you know you'll be able to stick to. 

'Pledging to add at least one extra portion of 
fruit and veg to your daily diet or taking the 
stairs instead of the lift once a day are just some 
of the easily maintainable changes you can make 
to your lifestyle to give yourself a boost in 2011.'

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Winsham beaten, but heads held high 


CORONATION CUP FINAL - December 26th 

(At Millwey Rise) 

Lyme Regis 3 Winsham United 0 

THREE headed goals from set-pieces saw 
Lyme Regis become only the second team to 
win the Coronation Cup three times in a row 
(Shepton Beauchamp 82-83, 83-84, 84-85) 
after a 3-0 win over Winsham United at Mill¬ 
wey Rise' Harry's Field on Boxing Day morning. 

The match, contested on a very heavy sur¬ 
face that was far from conducive to a flowing 
match, exploded into life after just two min¬ 
utes. A Mark Bailey corner was flapped at by 
Winsham 'keeper Chris Scott and Steve Batey 
nodded home from a yard out. 

Winsham went close to leveling just 30 sec¬ 
onds later when striker Joe Simmons rose well 
to meet a Tom Stead free-kick only to see his 
header clip a post with Lyme 'keeper Ashley 
Caddy beaten. 

The frenetic first quarter of the match con¬ 
tinued as Lyme had the ball in the net again in 
the ninth minute courtesy of a Winsham de¬ 
fender's outstretched leg but an offside flag 
saw the 'goal' ruled out. 

Two minutes later Lyme had strong claims 
for a penalty for handball waved away by ref¬ 
eree Ali Francis. Soon after midfielder Mark 
Bailey, who had a fine game on the tricky sur¬ 
face, flashed a long-range shot just past the 
post. 

At the other end Caddy dropped a long 
throw-in straight to the feet of Stead but he 
couldn't keep his swiveled half-volley down 
and the Seasiders lead was maintained. 

Just before the half-hour Lyme winger Joel 
Gostling zipped in a cross that grazed Scott's 
crossbar and flew away to safety. 

At this point the game deteriorated as the 
tackling became more heated in the cloying 
mud. 

The second-half began with Lyme top-scorer 
Joe Bond bursting into the Winsham D before 
being felled by a last-ditch foul from John Sim¬ 
mons. Bailey seized the opportunity to clip the 
resulting free-kick past the defensive wall 
which was still in the process of being assem¬ 
bled. Despite Lyme appeals referee Francis 
ruled the effort out. 

The Dorset side were on top now but their 


plucky opponents felt they should have been 
awarded a penalty after a challenge from 
young defender Kieran White on Tom Symes - 
again the referee said no. 

The crisp passing move between Batey and 
skipper Adam Caddy set-up Bond for a half¬ 
chance on the hour but his angled drive just 
cleared the far post. 

The game was decided in the 76th minute 
when Jason Hawker rose well at the near post 
to glance in a long throw-in from Batey and 
get himself on the scoresheet for the third cup 
final in a row. 

The Somerset side did mount a brief re¬ 
sponse with Darren Spurdle firing over from 
25 yards. But the Seasiders still looked the 
more likely to add to their tally. 

Substitute Ben Whittington brought out a 
fine save from Scott at full-stretch but the 
third goal arrived in the 84th minute when a 
Bailey corner kick was once again headed 
home by Batey for his 13th goal of the season. 

Even the most ardent Winsham supporter 
couldn't begrudge Lyme their victory but 
manager Phil Loaring can be proud of his 
team's effort in their first appearance in the 
final.

Overall, the CHARD club has had a season that many 
would slay for thus far. Newly promoted into the West¬ 
ern Counties (North) Division as it was, not even it's 
most bigoted supporters would have suggested that 
it could top the league at the campaign's halfway 
stage. 

I remember coming away from its first outing of the 
season after it had comfortably beaten Gordon 
League, and thinking "not bad for a first up perform¬ 
ance". 

If there had been any complacency in the side, it was 
banished the following week when narrow defeat 
came in Gloucester at the hands of Old Centralians. 

Since then the side has not lost a game and lies a cou¬ 
ple of points ahead of O.C.s at the top of the table and, 
importantly no less than 11 clear of Matson in third 
place. 

There have of course, been a few wobbles along the 
way. At Stroud for instance, where their coach went 
through an afternoon's ageing process before they 
emerged with a bonus point win. And latterly at North 
Bristol where they successfully turned over a 17 point 
half-time deficit to come out on top at the last. 

While there might have been an element of fortune 
in their autumn performances, I am tempted to echo 
the words of Gary Player "The more I practise, the luck¬ 
ier I get". 

Perhaps a factor in their situation is that their fitness 
levels are higher than those of their opponents. In any 
event they will know that there will be more narrow 
squeaks ahead before they clinch promotion for the 
second year running, if in fact they do so. 

They have to visit places such as Matson, Hornets and 
Barton Hill and, if I might quote that revered Crimchard 
sage, William Golesworthy Esquire, "They haven't won 
b****r all yet." They have enjoyed a great first-half to 
the season however, and, looking forward, have a 
tremendous spring in prospect. 

The CHARD second side is seemingly, in no mood to 
be outdone by the firsts. It too lies top of its particular 
heap, the Somerset league Division Two (South), hav¬ 
ing won all of its games bar one. 

That sole reversal was at the hands of rivals, North 
Petherton seconds, who trail it by four points currently, 
but do have a game in hand. 

The game between these protagonists due to take 
place at Petherton in mid February therefore is one of 
considerable significance, although third placed 
Crewkerne might still yet have a say in the final promo¬ 


tion issue. 

From a club perspective it is really important that a 
promotion place comes the second side's way. The 
team's prime objective is to feed the firsts when a 
member of that squad becomes injured or suffers a 
loss of form, and the discrepancy in playing standard 
between the Western Counties division and the Som¬ 
erset league division two is very considerable. 

A place in the Somerset League One next season will 
be very much to the benefit of aspiring first teamers. 

Although they are a predominantly young side, if 
Chard seconds can maintain focus they can certainly 
clinch a promotion place for they have a very handy 
pack and good pace outside the scrum. They too have 
enjoyed a great season so far but must maintain that 
form into the spring of 2012. 

Promotion is also on the minds of the CHARD third 
side, although it may be that they fear it rather than 
welcome it. That remark is, of course, incorrect for, al¬ 
though they do not take themselves too seriously, they 
are, in essence a competitive bunch. 

Having won five games out of six, they lie in third 
place in division three, have enjoyed some good run 
outs, together with a couple of beers in the club house 
afterwards, and will probably continue to do so, 
whether a promotion place comes their way or not. 

Just over the hill, the CREWKERNE club continues to 
enjoy a quiet resurgence. It currently lies in the third 
place of division two South of the Somerset league, 
having lost just three of it's 13 games. 

Two of these reversals have been to the sides above 
it, and it may well be that it will fall short of a promo¬ 
tion place this season. 

Certainly another defeat in the spring would see its 
challenge fall away, and I think that its squad might 
have to collectively gather another season's experi¬ 
ence before mounting a real challenge in 2012/13. 

There is plenty going on off the field however, with 
new clubhouse facilities in the course of construction. 
The club also fields a second team on the odd occa¬ 
sion, has a new junior section and, after a couple of 
years in the doldrums it can view the future positively. 

Those then are my thoughts and opinions of the sea¬ 
son so far together with one or two predictions. It will 
be interesting to see just how many of them (if any) 
come to pass during the weeks ahead. 

What is more important however is that all have a 
happy and injury free New Year. 

I'll likely see you then!

Christmas comes early for Buckler 


BALLYEGAN gave local trainer Bob 
Buckler an early Christmas present 
by breaking his recent losing se¬ 
quence. 

After a brilliant summer's racing 
which reaped the Henley trainer 
£40,000 of prize money, the autumn 
has been bleak, and whilst there 
have been some notable perform¬ 
ances including Double Dizzy's two 
cross country races at Cheltenham 
and two gusty runs from The 
Sawyer, Buckler's horses had only 
found their way into the enclosures 
for placed horses. 

It was great relief therefore that 
after a run of thirty odd races Bal- 
lyegan showed the kind of form he 
is capable by winning the oddsany- 
where.com Novices' Handicap 
Chase at Towcester. 

Having finished third in his last 
race at Exeter over three miles two 
weeks ago, Buckler brought him 


back over the slightly shorter dis¬ 
tance of 2 3 A miles and jockey An¬ 
drew Glassonbury used this to great 
advantage. 

Always up in the first three he 
jumped well and three fences out 
went for home and opened up a 
four length lead to win easing up by 
two lengths from Musical Wedge. 

Having had some slight breathing 
problems in his two runs this season 
Buckler used a tongue tie and this 
time there was no repetition of the 
problem. 

"Whether it would have had any 
bearing on his last two races we 
don't know, but the tongue tie en¬ 
sured there was no problems this 
time. 

"I thought he would go close this 
time, but it was one of those races 
when you studied the form of the 
other 7 7 horses in the race you could 
only discount two as not having a 


real chance of winning. 

"He jumped well and had no prob¬ 
lems in getting the distance and was 
idling at the finish." 

The Sawyer ran another strong 
race in the Class 1GL Events Owen 
Brown Silver Cup Handicap Chase 
(Listed) at Ascot finishing fifth to 
Paul Nicholls' The Minack. 

The 7 7 -year-old, the oldest in the 
race, took on the field from the start 
and made it a good pace and it was¬ 
n't until halfway down the back 
straight second time around that he 
was headed. 

However he continued to stay in 
contention with the leading pack 
and was only run out of third place 
in a fine finish behind Reve de Sivola 
who was third in the John Smith 
Handicap Chase at Aintree earlier 
this year, and Cheltenham Gold Cup 
third Neptune Collonges. 

"He ran a super race again. It was 


a good run but was just beaten by 
the pace of the younger horse." 

It was also good to see Nathan 
Sweeney back in the saddle after five 
months sidelined with a broken leg. 

Two new horses made their debuts 
and showed promise. 

Inca Cave who recently moved to 
the stable from Pat Rodford was 
having only his second chase of his 
career following a 279 day break 
and finished seventh in a 3 3 A mile 
handicap chase at Bangor-on-Dee. 

"He ran very well, he just got tired. 
He jumped well but got stuck in the 
mud, but the run will have done him 
good after such a long lay-off." 

La Madonnina was making her 
debut in the E.B.F. Kentford Racing 
Fillies' 'Junior' Standard Open NH 
Flat Race at Newbury. 

The tiny three-year-old filly was 
up against some fast company, 
many who have been bred for the 


flat and were either using the race 
for experience or had not made the 
grade. 

"She behaved very maturely and 
ran okay against some fast horses. 
She was running on at the finish and 
this will have been valuable race¬ 
course experience for her." 

Malin Head was disappointing in 
his third hurdle race at Ascot on Fri¬ 
day. 

"It is common knowledge that 
sires of Presenting need good 
ground and this was far too soft for 
him. 

"He will now go novice handicap 
chasing once the ground improves." 

River Indus who along with 
Ethiopia and Cullahill were mainly 
responsible for Buckler's great sum¬ 
mer, has arrived back in the yard 
after his break with his owners, and 
will now be prepared for a chasing 
campaign in the spring 


Q How would you improve things at in the 
Crewkerne football scene? 

AA Even though I'm at Rangers, I think the 
/nATigers (CrewkerneTown) are in great hands 
- there's a new club house coming and they 
have two good sides. At Rangers I've only 
played a few games, but ilcan see they are a well 
run club. The Reserves could do with playing in 
Crewkerne, currently our home pitch is at Seav- 
ington, I HATE THAT SLOPE!
